The record of prior art fails to teach a method enabling a merchant to establish a 
merchant account for processing credit-card transactions whereby the merchant may begin 
processing transactions upon submitting an on-line merchant account application, the method 
including the steps of: at the application processing entity, maintaining a database of available 
active merchant identification numbers (MIDs) that may be used to uniquely identify a merchant, 
terminal identification numbers (TIDs) that may be used to uniquely identify a particular location 
from which the merchant will be processing credit card transactions, and gateway identification 
numbers (GIDs) that uniquely identify various network gateways through which credit card 
transactions may be routed through a computer network to a transaction processing center; at the 
application processing entity, selecting and assigning a MID, TID, and GID to the merchant 
account from said plurality of available MIDs, TIDs and GIDs stored in said database.
